THE PUMPKIN AND THE 


SQUASH 


The pumpkin-face 
at 
Hallo- 


we'en, the small boy's jack-o'lan- 
tern belongs 
to the world 
of 


witches, ghosts and other creatures 
of ancient superstition—but to us! 
it speaks also of pumpkin pie. Here 
is a combination quite to be ex- 
pected from the origin' of this au-] 
turn festival—a mixture of pagan; 
rites and general rejoicing at "bar-' 
vest home." The pumpkin, and 
its close relative, the squash, are 
among the "fruits" of the harvest 
which counts for much in the win- 
ter store of ofod. 


The pumpkin and the squash are 


usually cheap, and they are very 
useful foods, says the Bureau of 
Home Economics, U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Their yellow 
color is a sign of this, for yellow- 
fleshed vegetables 
contribute a 


food substance not too plentiful 
when a diet is limited in cost. 
That valuable substance is vita- 
min A, the vitamin that helps to 
build resistance to infections, to 
maintain vitality and to stimulate 
growth. Adults may 
very well 


count on getting some of 
their 


vitamin A, in winter time especial- 
ly, when leaf vegetables may be 
more expensive, from the pumpkin 
and the squash. 
At 
the same 


time they will be getting some of 
vitamin B, and vitamin C, which, 
they need for other reasons, and 
some minerals of value. 


The pumpkin and the squash are 


much alike botanically, and they 
taste alike when suitably seasoned 
The Connecticut field pumpkin and 
the "large cheese" pumpkin 
are 


said to be best for canning, the 
"large cheese" and the small sugar 
pumpkin are recommended for pic 
Like sweetpotatoes, pumpkins and 
squashes should be stored in a 
warm, dry place, and under these 
conditions Hubbard and Boston 
Morrow, and other 
firm-fleshed 


varieties will keep through the 
winter. 


Both pumpkins and 
squashes 


were cultivated in America long 
before white men arrived on the 
scene.

Of the squashes on the market, 


the Hubbard is probably the best 
known. There, are, however, three

Only the yellow squashes are used 
for canning, because green in the 
rind discolors the product. 


Pumpkin pie is doubtless 
the 


most popular dish, but pumpkin, 
like sauash, may be baked or 
mashed and served as a vegetable 
For mashed squash or pumpkin, 
steam the pieces if possible, says 
the Bureau of Home Economics, 
in preference to boiling This takes 
a little longer—40 to 50 minutes 
if the flesh is hard—but the flavor 
is much better than when cooked 
in water. Pare before or after 
steaming, and when tender mash 
and season with butter, salt, and 
pepper, adding a very little sugar 
if necessary to bring out the 
sv^etness 


Bikcd pumpkin 01 squash on the 


shell, pumpkin corn bread, squash 
rollT or biscuit, and pumpkin cus- 
tard are other possibilities besides 
pnmtikin pie and squash pie Some 
nf the small squashes are attrac- 
tivelv served cut in half and baked, 
nne half being- just risrht for a por- 
tion. Pumpkin can be cooked and 
stored in a covered crock in a cold 
place for weeks.

common cause of nose-bleed in 


children is a localized inflammation 
01 ulceration within the nose which 
the child constantly pokes at and 
picks. In these cases the ulceration 
should be treated by a physician 
and the child should be taught to 
keep the fingers away from the nose. 


A sudden attack of nose-bleed is 


I sometimes causccy by change of tern- 


I perature, by strenuous work or 


play, severe exertion, or extremely 
hot weather. 


Deformities of the nose, particu- 


larly a displacement of the parti- 
tion between the two sides of the 
nose, may cause frequent attacks of 
nose-bleed. Another common yet 
neglected cause is the presence of 
nasal polypi — small 
tumors or 


growths in the nose that interfere 
with normal breathing. Polypi can 
be removed by a simple and painless 
operation. 


Of course'an injury such as a 


blow on the pose results in biped- 
ing, 
due'to rupture of one of the 


many tiny blood vessels. Certain 
persons bleed moie easily than 
others. In them, the slightest tap, 
blow or exertion will stimulate a 
nose-bleed. 


It may be due to a blood disorder, 


which can only be determined by a 
blood test and careful physical ex- 
amination. By tests, the bleeding 
and clotting time of the blood is de- 
termined. 


Try not to get excited when a 


nose-bleed occurs, for excitement 
will increase the bleeding. It is im- 
portant to keep as quiet as possible. 
Avoid exertion and movement. 


Keep a cold, wet towel pressed 


firmly against the nose. If ice is 
available, the bleeding may be suc- 
cessfully controlled by applying it 
to the nose. It may be necestary to 
continue 
these applications for 


thirty minutes. 


Seek. Doctor's Advice 


When the clots form, do not re- 


move them. Cotton packings may 
be placed in the nose to control the 
bleeding. Often they help to form 
clots, and that is the purpose of 
the treatment. 


Repeated nose-bleeds in children 


or adults require careful attention. 
Physical examination should in- 
clude an examination of the nose, 
throat, heart and kidneys, and the 
blood pressure should be taken. 


Do not look upon repeated nose- 


bleed as a trivial matter. The cause 
may be obscure and difficult to lo- 
cate. Prompt attention may prevent 
a serious ailment in later life.
